Because so much argument has ..arisen over the partlc 
pation of the United States in the coining Eleventh Olyiv 
piad, to be held at Berlin, Germany, August 1-1C,' a poll i 
being taken of the candidates for the United States team 
to determine whether a majority of the athletes favor i 
Since most if not all of the op-* 
position is coming from out­ 
siders, the American Olympic 
committee, headed by Avery 
Brundage, has asked for an ex­ 
pression from every candidate 
the committee considers worthy
or likely to qualify.

In a letter addressed to Louis 
Zamperini, interscholastic 
world's champion, Brundage 
says:

"By your performance you 
have marked yourself as one of 
the outstanding candidates for 
the American Olympic team.

"All the athletes with whom 
members of the American Olym­ 
pic committee have talked have 
favored participation in the 1936 
james. , It is the duty of .the 
committee to* provide for this 
participation and to raise funds 
necessary to finance the team.

"Outsiders have challenged 
th A decision of the committee, 
claiming many athletes do not 
want to go. To refute this chal 
lenge and remove it as an ob­ 
stacle to contributions to the 
fund, the committee desires an 
expression from a large number 
of. actual candidates.

"Are you planning to try out 
for the team, and if you qualify, 
vill you be ready to make the 
rip to the 1936 Games in- Ber­ 
lin?

"Please, indicate your inten- 
.ions on the enclosed card, by 
an X marked in the 'Yes' or 
'No' square, and send it by rc- 
urn mail.

"Thanks for your co-operation.
"Sincerely yours, 

"Avery Brundage, 
,   "President, American

Olympic Committee." -
